1. All factual testimony or statements made in the attached Motion and this Affidavit are true and 


correct and based on the petitioner’s personal knowledge.

Petitioner’s license was suspended without proper or procedural Notice. Petitioner was denied due 
process, never served any summons, complaint, or Notice of such. Each of the defendants acts were 
in obstruction to CPLR Rule §3211(e). 

Petitioner’s money and license were seized with no Defendant notice and no due process. 

Petitioner seeks a refund of the money defendants extorted as well as costs and fees as summarized 
in the attached Motion and in her submitted counterclaim. 

Money was taken from the Petitioner and her driver’s license was suspended with no Respondent 
complaint, summons or anything that authorizes or justifies the Respondents legal abuse extortion 
and the suspension of Petitioners driver’s license.

Petitioner files this Motion for Reconsideration for the denied costs, fees and refunds with 
prejudice section, pursuant to CPLR 2221. 

Petitioner Miriam Snyder submits this Motion to Reconsider the denial of Petitioner’s entitled 
costs, fees, and refunds, as cited in her Counterclaim pursuant to Tax Law Section 3030 and each 


and every law cited in the Petitioner’s counterclaim previously submitted to the Tribunal. 


Pursuant to the stipulation, Petitioner Miriam Snyder at no time waived her rights to apply for 
costs, refunds and fees under Tax Law section 3030 and objects to any allegation of such. 
Petitioner reinstates and reinforces her application for costs, fees, refunds, damages, 
reimbursement and compensation via her submitted and overlooked counterclaim. 

There is no evidence of any proof of service of any Notice to Petitioner. Hence, Petitioner is the 
prevailing party and entitled to an award of costs, refunds, reimbursement, fees and damages as 
not in her counterclaim and as entitled under NYS GBL laws, the FDCPA, and NYS Tax Law 
Section 3030, as well as for the defendants violations of the Ist, 4th,, 5th, 9th and 14th 
Constitutional Amendments, Deprivation of Constitutional Rights and Privileges, 42 U.S. C. §
